The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 8 now reads; 

A radiation image forming unit comprising: 

a stimulable phosphor sheet assembly which includes a phosphor layer, and which is 
repeatedly usable for recording the radiation image information of a subject based on radiation 
applied thereto and erasing the recorded radiation image information; 

wherein said stimulable phosphor sheet assembly has a first recess, said phosphor layer 
being detachably mounted in said first recess by a fastening member; and 

a cassette for storing said stimulable phosphor sheet assembly; 

wherein a sheet member of a different material is attached to said cassette, and 

wherein said cassette comprises: 

a frame for storing said stimulable phosphor sheet assembly.; 
and a lid openably and closably mounted on said frame; 

said sheet member of the different material being detachably mounted on an inner 
surface of said lid.
